Ten Days To Decide 
Even if he decides not to

ald’s retirem ent privileges. 
Romney gave McDonald IO 
days to decide whether he would 
prefer transfer to the guard’s 
unassigned officer pool, which 
would cause him 
to lose his

retirem ent rights at age 64, or 
take another assignm ent as a 
colonel in the guard. 
‘‘If, in the m eantim e, other 
acceptable course of action can 
be brought to my attention,

Trees are nice to have around 
the yard, but when thirsty roots

Wall Patch Tips 


If you plan to paint or paper 
a wall or ceiling, but the surface 
has cracks, soles, or large brok­ 
en areas, you'll have to do some 
plaster patching before you can 
proceed. 
You can easily complete a 
small patching job if you use 
the right tools and materials. 
But if the area to be patched is 
larger than two 
feet 
square 
you’d be wise to call in a pro­ 
fessional. 
For most repair 
jobs, 
you 
need only these tools: 
wide- 
bladed 
knife, 
trowel, 
chisel, 
beerean opener, 
small 
paint 
brush, sponge and sandpaper. 
Two different types of m a­ 
terials will be adequate for most 
of the jobs you’ll encounter. 
The first is putty for filling small 
cracks, such as spakling com­ 
pound; the second is patching 
plaster. This is used on large 
holes, or on cracks wider than 
one-eighth inch. 
Handy fa n Opener 
The first step in preparing a 
small plaster crack for repair is 
to scrape it. 
An old pocket­ 
knife or a beer-can opener will 
do the job effectively. After the 
crack is scraped, brush it with 
a wet brush to remove dust. 
Next, apply a thin coat of 
the spackling putty, using a put­ 
ty knife, or, better yet. a wide- 
bladed kife. The wider blade 
makes possible a feathered edge 
which promotes adhesion. Let 
the putty dry for a few houfs, 
then sand smooth. If the spackle 
shrinks slightly after drying, ap­ 


ply a second light coat, then 
sand again. 
For repairing hairline cracks, 
apply dry spackling putty with 
a dry sponge. Following the di­ 
rections on the package, then 
paint in the usual manner. 
Patching larger areas, calls 
for a different approach. Scrape 
or chip away all the loose pieces 
of old plaster around the spot 
to be fixed. 
Tf your patching area is large, 
break the plaster back to the 
nearest stud and nail a piece 
of this plasterboard or gypsum 
lath over the old lath. Undercut 
the solid edge of the old plast­ 
er, if possible, to assure great­ 
er support for the new plaster. 
For Larger Areas 
Patching plaster is the repair 
m aterial used for large areas. 
Mix only a small amount and 
avoid excessive stirring. 
Use a trowel to apply the plas­ 
ter. If the holes or cracks are 
deep, fill them in two steps. Be 
sure to wet the crack thorough­ 
ly before applying the second 
coat. Allow for 
shrinkage 
by 
filling the area slightly above the 
surface. 
After the area has been patch­ 
ed. let it dry for at least 12 
hours. 
When you’re sure ifs 
completely dry. sand it with fine 
paper to remove rough spots. A 
priming coat of shellac may be 
applied before painting or pap­ 
ering.

TOLEDO. Ohio (/Pi—It start­

He has been a one-man good­ 
will m ission among 3.000 inhabi­ 
tants of 
12 straggling hillside 
bamboo hut ham lets. 
In several weeks of whirlwind 
activity 
Damewood 
has 
done 
these things: 
Set up two dispensaries and 
taught 
the villagers the rudi­ 
ments of sanitation. 
Organized and provided books 
for a 40-pupil school for children 
who 
had 
never 
seen a class­ 
room. 
Arranged 
a 
program 
under 
which 
the 
villagers 
can 
ex­

and other handicraft item s for 
tools, cloth, blankets and hard­ 
ware. 
“They are also planting fam i­ 
ly gardens for the vegetables 
they need to vary their diet.”

projects to provide them with 
fish ponds and help raise the 
quality of them pigs and rab­ 
bits.” 
The lieutenant gives out 4,800 
bars of soap each month. He 
pointed at a 
flapping laundry 
line stretched between two huts. 


Housing For Tribesmen 


“ You never used to see that 
here before.” he said. “ Many of 
the children now are brushing 
their teeth 
regularly. 
We are 
trying to get them to realize 
that most of their diseases are 
caused by dirt and lack of hy­ 
giene. 
“Our them e is that self-suffi­ 
ciency is the first step toward 
self-governm ent. And these peo­ 
ple show’ a real willingness to 
try to im prove their lot. 
“Our goal is to get these bet­ 
terment programs going so well 
that when we pull out. the vil­ 
lagers will be able to make a go 
of
